The Connection between the Diſpoſition of the Legion, 
And the 


Circumſtances of the Battle fought by MaxLivs againſt the LArixs.

T. Manlius Imperioſus Torquatus, P. Decius Mus. ] 


HE battle between the Romans and Latins, fought at 

the foot of Mount Veſuvius*, reſembled rather the en- 
counter of two oppoſite Parties engaged in a civil war, where 
every thing is conducted upon ſimilar principles, than the 
conteſt of two rival nations mutually unacquainted with each 
other's Syſtem, In all military arrangements, the Latins dit- 


fered nothing from the Romans, and were inferior to them in 
nothing but ſpirit. 


While the Romans* ſerved in the Army at their own ex- 
pence, the Infantry was armed with the Target“; but, after 
the ſiege of Veii, when for the firſt time they received pay, 
they changed the Target for the Buckler*. An alteration alſo

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bad taken place in the diſpoſition of their Line of Battle, 
which had originally been formed without intervals, like the 
Macedonian Phalanx; but, previous to the preſent war, had 
been ſeparated, firſt into Companies“, and afterwards into 
Platoons. A Platoon conſiſted of ſixty men, a Centurion, 
and an Enſign + : a Company was two Platoons. 


When the Army was drawn out, and the diſpoſition to be 
made, the firſt Line conſiſted of a body called Haſtati ; of 
theſe, there were fifteen Companies, or thirty Platoons + ; 


ranged 


* A Legion of five thouſand men was divided into ten Cohorts; a Cohort 
into three Manipuli; a Manipulus into two Ordines; and, generally ſpeaking, 
each Ordo had a Centurion. There were conſequently ten Cohorts, thirty Ma- 
nipuli, ſixty Ordines, and ſixty Centurions, in every Legion. A Cohort (conſiſt- 
ing of five hundred men) in point of numbers anſwers ſufficiently-to an Engliſh 
Regiment; and, as Companies and Platoons are the ſubdivifions of a Regiment, 
the tranſlator has ventured to adopt them for the parts of a Cohort, though he is 
ſenſible that a Company never amounts to an hundred and twenty-four men, 
or a Platoon to ſixty-two.

Lipſius is offended at the idea of an hundred and twenty Centurions in a 
Legion, and therefore reads ſexagenos milites et duos, Centurionem et Vexillarium 
unum. , 

But if Liyy meant to ſay, that, upon this extraordinary occaſion, the Centu- 


rions were doubled, then it will immediately appear why he makes a Vexillum, of 


an hundred and eighty-fix men, equal to three Ordines; for in this cafe he did 
not reckon the Centurion extraordinary. Without ſufftcient grounds, the word 
duos is dropped in the tranſlation in order to make the numbers correſpond, 
which Livy doubtleſs intended ; but the correſpondence may be equally pre- 
ſerved by reckoning the Officers incluſively, or excluſively, according as we 
chooſe to read the text. 


1 Livy, after mentioning the alteration tn the Roman Line, and ſpecifying 


that it was firſt broken into Manipuli, and laſtly into Ordines, does not abſo-

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ranged at a ſmall diſtance from each other. A Company * 
of Haſtati contained an hundred and twenty- four men heavy- 
armed; and attached to each Company was a body of twenty 
light-infantry, armed with javelins and a ſpear*, Their duty * 
was to ſkirmiſh in the front of the Line; and both theſe bo- 

dies, compoſed of ſuch as were in the flower of youth, and 
moſt fit for active ſervice, formed the van, or firſt line, of 
the army. 


The ſecond Line conſiſted of ſtouter men, and more ad- 
vanced in years; they were diſtinguiſhed by the appellation 
of Principes, all heavy-armed, well appointed? and divided, 
like the firſt line, into fifteen companies, or thirty platoons. 
Both theſe Lines, the Haſtati and Principes, were ſtyled An- 
repilani + ; becauſe, at the period of the Latin war, the Tri. 
arii alone (who were ranged under the Standard, and formed 
the third Line) bore the ne or pike. 


The third Line was not eſtimated by Companies, but Pla- 
toons; of theſe, there were fifteen, correſponding with the 
fifteen Companies of the two firſt Lines; and each Platoon 
had two others of an inferior order attached to it, ſo that it

comprized three diviſions. The firſt diviſion or Platoon was 


lutely draw up, but count the two firſt Lines by Manipuli. From his general aſ- 


ſertion, we ought rather to conclude, that they were drawn up by Ordines, and 


the detail of the battle ſeems to require it The tranſlation leaves the point un-

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iyled the firſt pike * or piluimn ; and led not * its own three 
platoons, but three Banners'; each Banner. comprehending 
three platoons, or one-hundred and eighty-ſix men. Conſe- 
quently, the firſt pike, or pilum, commanded in reality nine 
platoons, or five hundred and fifty- eight men. The firſt 
Banner conſiſted of three platoons of Triarii, ſo called becauſe 
they formed the third Line of the Legion, all veterans of 
tried courage. The ſecond Banner contained three platoons 
of a body called Rorarii, neither of equal experience or eſti- 
mation. The third Banner was formed of a ſtill inferior or- 
der, ſtyled Accenſi, or ſupernumeraries, on whom there was 
little dependance, and for which reaſon they were placed in 
the rear. 


In order to diſplay this arrangement through the whole 
Line, let us repeat the number of banners five times. We 
have then fifteen platoons of Nriarii in front, fifteen platoons 
bf Rorarii in the middle, and fifteen platoons of Accenſi in the 
fours five banners in each line; the whole conſiſting of fifteen 


banners, or forty-five W This ſtatement will give us 


the number of men at one view; for, multiplying ſixty- two

The Triarii carried both the Haſta and Pilum., as appears at the concluſion of 


this battle Haſiis ora fodiebant, See Guiſ. p. 17. 

The Pi um was ſeven feet long; the ſhaft fitted to the graſp of a man's hand; 
the iron head, half the length of the whole, fitted exactly to the handle, and 
faſtened with two pegs; the head was pyramidical, an inch and an half in its 
greateſt thickneſs, brought to a fine point, &c. Guiſchardt, p. 74. It was a tre- 
mendous weapon; ſee Cæſar Bel. Gal. Battle with the Helveti No Cavalry 
could ſtand againſt it, Ent ah |

by forty-five, the reſult is, two thouſand ſeven hundred and 


ninety, each line conſiſting of nine hundred and thirty men. 


But, as the Triarii, or firſt line, are part of the Legion, and 


the other two are ſupernumeraries, by deducting the number 


of the Triarii from the total, we find the remainder to be 


eighteen hundred and fixty. Such was the augmentation of 


the Legion in this war; and the manceuvre dependant on 


this augmentation diſplays the merit of Manlius in all its 


ſplendour. 


ut it is ſtill neceſſary, in order to comprehend the detail 
of the battle, to obſerve, that although theſe three bodies, in 
reſpect to themſelves, are diſpoſed in three lines, ſtill, in re- 


ſpect to the Legion, they are to be conſidered as one; the 


whole three together forming the third Line, or reſerve of 
the Legion. 


15 is likewite to be noticed, that, upon this occaſion, th 
two Conſuls were preſent, and the two Conſular Armies 


joined. There were conſequently four Legions of five thou- 


ſand men each; to which, if we add twelve hundred for the 


number of the Horſe, and ſeven thouſand four hundred and 


forty * for the ſupernumeraries, we have then the total of the 


Roman army, conſiſting of twenty-eight thouſand fix hun- 


dred and forty men.] 


As ſoon as this diſpoſition of the Army was made, and each 
platoon in its place, the firſt Line, or Haftati, commenced 


the Attack. If they failed, or were unable to withſtand the 


ſhock of the Enemy, they drew back gradually till they fell 
into the intervals between the diviſions of the ſecond Line. 
The ſecond Line then advanced upon the enemy, and the 


-firſt Line took poſt in their rear“.

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During the conflict of the two firſt Lines, the third Line; 
or Triarii, ſat under their banners, with their left leg A. 
vanced, their buckler reſting againſt their ſhoulder, their 
Spears* fixed in the ground with the point upwards, incli- 
ning forwards, and preſenting to their aſſailants the reſem. 
blance of a paliſade. In this poſition they awaited the iſſue 
of the conflict in the ſecond Line; and, if that was obliged 
to give way, it fell back, as flowly as the caſe would permit, 
towards the Iriarii, who, riſing on their approach, received 
both the front lines between their intervals, and, cloſing up 
their own line in one united body, without the ſmalleſt ſpace 
between, advanced upon the enemy for a third and laſt at- 
tack: if this failed, a defeat was inevitable. But this was a 
diſgrace the Romans had not often experienced; for, in ge- 
neral, the appearance of the third Line was formidable in the 
higheſt degree. It was a freſh body, riſing up with aug- 
mented numbers, preſented unexpectedly to the adverſary, 
checking him in the career of ſucceſs, and teaching him that, 
while he thought he was in purſuit of the vanquiſhed, he was 
incurring the hazard of a defeat. 


At the period we are treating of, the Legion uſually con- 
ſiſted of five thouſand infantry and three hundred horſe ; and 
the proportion from the States of Latium, in alliance with the 
Romans, amounted to an equal number. But the Latins 
were now in arms againſt them, and had formed their army 
exactly on the Roman model. The reſult of this naturally 
was, that, if no diſorder took place, not only every banner

| When the two Armies were drawn up, the Conſuls took 
their place, Manlius on the right wing, Decius on the 
left. It fell to the lot of Decius to ſet an example to his fa- 
mily of devoting themſelves to death for the ſervice of their Hs or and 


Country. Some omens had occurred, while the Army halted wiſe devoted 


themſelves, the 


at Capua, which induced the Augurs to declare, that the fon in ve

General of one party was to periſh, and, the Army of the d an den | 
other ; and that, on whichever ſide the- General ſhould de- Prov | 
vote the troops of the enemy to the infernal Gods, and ſacri- 
fice his own life to inſure that devotion, his own party ſhould 
be victorious. The Conſuls held a Conſultation on this ſubject, 
and came to a reſolution, that, if either wing gave way, the 
Conſul who commanded it ſhould ſtand engaged for the per- 
formance of this duty, and ſacrifice himſelf for the preſerva- 
tion of his troops. The lot fell to Decius; for, though both 
parties came into the field, and commenced the attack with 
equal ſpirit and animoſity, the vigour of the Latins prevailed, 

and the Roman left wing firſt gave way. Decius declined not 
his engagement, but, calling for the proper offieer, ordered 
him to perform the ceremony; which being concluded, he 
ruſhed into the thickeſt of the enemy, and periſhed, as the

. Livy has deſcended to theſe circumſtances in order to introduce a fingle 
combat between two Centurions. This being conſidered as mere embelliſhment 
is omitted. The introduction itſelf is preſerved as contributing to perſpicuity. 
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gour. And. now. it was that Manlius, taking advantage of 
his original diſpoſition, ordered the Rorarii to quit their po- 
ſition behind the third Line, and advance in its front, to 
ſupport the firſt and ſecond: while the third Line, or Triarii, 
knowing that the moment was arrived when their ſervice 
muſt be requiſite, ſat waiting for the command of the Conful. 
Still the Latins had the ONE and Manlius heſitated 
whether he ſhould not have recourſe to his third Line, and 
bring it into action immediately; but, reflecting that they 
were his laſt reſource, and determined to reſerve them for 
the moment of neceſſity, he advanced the Accenſi from the 
rear, and, ranging them before the Standard in the ſame 


manner as the Triarii would have ſtood if they had taken their 
proper poſt, ne a new Line to the enemy. 


2 Feroci pugna. 


The Latins, upon ghd this body; ſuppoſed it to 
be the Triarii of the Romans, and immediately brought up 
their correſpondent Line to the aſſault. Much was not ex- 
pected by Manlius from the Accenſi. The Latins advanced 
impetuouſly* againſt them, concluding that, after having de- 
feated the two firſt Lines, they were now come to the laſt, 
and that they W the 1 0 0 of fuccels. 


The 1 of the. Aren, „ however inefficient, was til 
continued long enough to exhauſt the ſtrength of 'the Latins, 
to blunt their weapons, and to break their ſpears.—The ſtra- 
tagem of Manlius was compleat. He recalled the Accenſi 


from the front, and, turning to the 771arn, © Riſe,” fays he, 


© my brave ſoldiers; you are freſh, the enemy exhauſted. Re- 


member your country, your parents, your wives, your 


children; remember your Conſul, who has died to inſure 
6c you the — oY 
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The Triarii ſprang up immediately, and preſented a fourth 
Line to the Enemy, totally unforeſeen. The conteſt was no 
longer equal. The Romans freſh, their ranks in perfe& or- 
der, their intervals filled up with the remains of the two firſt 
Lines, their arms unimpaired, their courage animated by © Refulgentibus 
the complete ſucceſs of their Commander's ſtratagem. Ad- 
vancing with a ſhout, they quickly diſordered the firſt ranks 
of the enemy, who, having. no. ſpears to preſent, received 
thoſe of the Romans in their face. Thus fell the Triarii of * Haſti ors 
the Latins ; and, when they were diſperſed, the defeat of the 
Companies in their Rear hardly required an effort. The 


rout was general, and the laughter ſuch, that ſcarcely a 
fourth part eſcaped from the field of Battle. 


The whole honour of the day may be juſtly attributed to 
the judicious diſpoſitions of Manlius ; and all the writers of 
both parties, who have recorded this event, confeſs that, 
whichever Army Manlius had commanded, would Rave 


gained the Victory. 


The tranſlator is fully ſenſible of the ſurprize which will 
commence on reading that ſeven thouſand four hundred and 
forty ſupernumeraries were added to the four Legions on this 
occaſion ; and at the declaration, that they were heavy- armed · 
But he deſires it may be obſerved, that, unleſs the Rorarii 
had been thus armed, they could not have partaken in the 
Combat with the firſt and ſecond e or have been of any 
ſervice if my had.
